Some  in- 
dividual members  of-j^me  churchea  are  a 
great  deal  better  thataj  their  creed— in  spite 
of  their  creed.  NowjJ  At  one  end  of  eccle- 
siology  are  the  Baptijt  {churches,  and  at  the 
other  end  is  the  CatliMip  churcn.  These  two 
are  as  much  unlike  <Jl*ih  other  as  it  is  pos- 
sible for  two  bodiesj|4  Christendom  to  be. 
You  know  somethin®  6f  the  latter’s  teach- 
ings and  tenets.  If  ]J  isn't  idolatry  in  one 
of  its  most  daugeroits  forms,  then  things 
are  not  what  they  sdim.  lhe  Baptists  bo- 
lieve  tnat  men  are  barn  in  sin;  that  when 
infants  die,  they  gojjto  heaven  as  sinners 
by  grace — and  * that  without  the  inter- 
mediary  work  of  pw>e  or  priest  or  any 
such  thing.  They  btjlava  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  only  Savior ; Ujat  when  one  comes  to 
years  of  aceountabiliiF^  he  must  accept  llim 
for  himself.  In  a wttrd,  Baptists  alone  be- 
lieve in  the  absolutojj>out-liberty  of  every 
individual— the  riglj  and  duty  of  every 
one  to  repent  for  hjiiself,  believe  for  him- 
self, and  obey  for  himself. 

An  Episcopal  rec»r,  who  tells  me  he 
knows  that  he  knoifs  what  Episcopalians 
believe  and  teach,  t«d  me  that  all  Episco- 
palians who  are  orAddox  insist  that  none 
are  saved  except  tifc.  baptized,  lhats  a 
relic  of  Rome — its  {gotten!

Upshaw  in  Ackerman. 

The  third  Sunday  in  April  was  a “high 
day”  for  the  people  in  Ackerman.  Will  D. 
Upshaw,  of  Atlanta,  Ga:,  was  with  us  and 
preached  two  of  the  greatest  sermons  the 
Ackerman  people  have  ever  heard.  Our 
new  church  house  was  filled  to  overflowing 
at  both  hours.  I never  saw  the  Spirit  of 
God  more  manifest  in  my  life.  Sunday 
morning  his  subject  was  “All  Things  Are 
Yours,”  and  Sunday  night,  “No  Room  for 
Christ  in  the  Inn.”  I can  not  tell  here 
what  he  said.  He  spoke  as  he  only  can 
speak.  It  seemed  that  Goi  blessed  every 
word  to  the  good  of  all  who  were  present. 

Bro.  Upahaw  had  been  invited  here  to  give 
hia  lecture  on  “Climbing  Upward”  by  Prof. 
J.  S.  Vandiver,  superintendent  of  the  Acker- 
man High  School  and  it  so  came  about  that 
we  got  him  here  for  the  Sunday  services. 
It  was  a blessing  to  the  two  -churches  of 
the  town  that  we  will  never  forget. 

On  Monday  morning  Mr-  I pshaw,  who 
is  a favorite  with  the  schools  wherever  he 
goes,  made  an  inspiring  speech  to  the  pub- 
lic school  and  at  3 o’clock  in  the  after 
noon  the  court  house  was  packed  to  stand- 
ing room,  the  school  marching  in  a body 
and  the  merchants  closing  doors  to  hear  a 
wonderful  address  by  this  remarkable  son 
of  Georgia  on  “The  Real  Meaning  of  Ed 
ueationT  The  enthusiasm  attending  the 
delivery  of  this  speech  was  indescribable, 
the  magnetic  orator  swaying  the  crowd* 
with  mirth,  logic  and  pathos  as  he  sat  in 
his  chair  or  stood  on  his  crotches.  He  has 
been  aptly  described  as  "The  Georgia  Cy- 
clone on  crutches,  ’ and  that  is  what  hi  is 
I wish  that  every  boy  and  girl  who  goes  to 


school  for  a few  months  and  th.-n  quits 
and  marries  “out  of  all  tneir  troubles 
could  hear  him.  An  1 what  ho  aaid  about 
a town  with  two  railroads  like  Ackerman 
and  yet  no  electric  lights  was  a plenty.  So 
much  so  that  before  he  left  town  a peti- 
tion was  going  the  rounds  for  the  town  to 
issue  bonds  for  water  works  and  electrie 
lights  His  address  swept  the  congregation 
like  a tidal  wave. 

His  lecture  on  Monday  night  on  “Climb- 
ing Upward”  was  simply  grand.  He  had  a 
larger  crowd  than  any  other  speaker  has 
ever  had  in  Ackerman  and  held  the  atten- 
tion for  more  than  two  hours.  I think  it  is 
due  Upahaw  to  say  that  he  ia  an  orator 
worthy  of  the  State  from  which  he  comet 
and  the  reaaon  people  do  not  hear  him  is 
because  they  -io  not  know.  To  know  him 
is  to  love  him.  With  open  arms  Ackerman 

invites  him  to  come  again.

Later  that  night  several  hundred  citiiens 
ritmg  gathered  at  Howard  Avenue  and  Lauiuse 
sptist  street  and  denounced  Roper  as  a slanderer, 
nent : and  it  was  only  through  the  persistent  ef- 
rhere  forts  of  the  cooler  members  of  the  crowd 
m°ng  that  violence  was  prevented  Yet  Roper 
' ( *•  says  there  was  no  sensation  t^re.  Shortly 
more  afterward  a meeting  of  the  congregation 
was  held,  and  it  was  stated  on  the  streets 
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right  thinking  man  will  agree,  that  any 
confession  secured  under  the  conditions  in 
which  Mr.  Roper  made  this  confession,  can- 
not be  considered  binding.  The  injustice 
appears  when  Mr.  Henley  states  that  “Rop- 
er admitted  that  he  told  a falsehood.”  Per- 
haps the  best  thing  to  have  done  would 
have  been  for  Roper  to  have  let  them  come 
on  with  the  twine  and  carry  out  the  pro- 
gram contemplated  by  the  mob.  but  under 
the  spur  of  the  moment  he  yielded  to  the 
instincts  of  nature  whose  first  law  is  self- 
preservation. 

4.  There  is  a distinct  setting  of  intol- 
erance and  an  atmosphere  of  “If-wc-can’t- 
kiIl-you-we-wiH-de*troy  your-charaoter-tf-we 
-can  of  the  article  of  Mr.  Henley’s  which  is 
surprising  in  a free  country  like  this.  And 
yet  the  writer  has  the  audacity  in  hi*  clos- 
ing paragraph  to  say:  “Where  is  that  broad 
Christianity  Roper  and  some  of  his  follow- 
ers boast  oft  Where  is  their  Christian  char- 
ity. when  slanders  are  used  to  hurt  fellow- 
Christiansf” 


Listen  at  this!  Roper  and  his  followers 
are  the  arch  transgressors  and  yet  Mr.  Hen- 
ley admits  that  a mob  gathered  and  de- 
nounced Roper  as  a “slanderer”  and  were 
‘‘with  difficulty  restrained  from  violence.” 
Hear  it.  ye  lovers  of  freedom!  near  it,  y* 
citizens  of  free  America!  “And  it  was 
only  through  the  persistent  efforts  of  ths 
cooler  members  of  the  crowd  that  violence 
wa*  prevented.”  This  much  is  admitted. 

4.  Now  as  to  what  Roper  said  in  his  let- 
ter to  the  Baptist  Record,  Mr.  Henley  and 
all  of  his  tribe  had  just  as  well  kno^  that 
denunciation  is  not  argument  and  cannot 
change  the  facts  of  history.

In  the  eye* 
of  a Protestant  any  man  who  will  go  fishing 
on  Sunday  or  who  will  take  God’s  name  in 
vain  is  an  immoral  man  In  Louisiana  to 
say  that  a man  did  these  things  would  not 
he  a slander.

their  homes.  There  had  been  no 
end  of  care,  anxious  thought, 
prayer  and  pains.  Lika  John 
Eliot,  she  belfeved  that  “prayer 
and  pains  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  can  do  anything,”  and 
though  care  had  so  overwhelmed 
hpr  at  times  that  sleep  had  fled 
from  her  eyes,  and  desire  for  food 
had  gone,  she  labored  in  hope. 

While  she  was  musing  silently 
she  auddenly  said  to  her  husband : 
“If  I could  have  my  wish,  what 
two  persons  do  you  suppose  I had 
rather  aee  and  where  do  you  think 
I’d  rather  be  than  anywhere  else 
in  this  world!”  To  him  there 
came  the  thought  of  the  aging 
father  and  mother;  a group  of 
brothers  and  sisters,  a circle  of 
friends,  but  about  which  two  of 
all  these  could  she  be  thinking! 
No,  he  could  not  tell.  Well,  it 
was  not  the  girlhood  friends,  nor 
the  sisters,  not  even  the  parents 
whom  she  had  left  to  come  to  this 
far-off  land;  it  was  two  of  her 
Chinese  girls,  and  she  wished  to 
be  in  their  villages  and  perhaps 
strengthen  them.  They  were  new 
believers  in  Jesus,  and  as  the 
Chinese  New  Year  was  approach- 
ing she  thought  of  how  severely 
they  might  be  tried. 

The  younger,  a daughter  of  a 
heathen  mother  who  fiercely  an- 
tagonizes the  believing  father, 
was  only  7 years  old.  So  tiny,  so 
young,  the  solid,  earnest  way  she 
prayed  and  told  the  heavenly 
Father  he  could  make  her  a good 
girl,  and  the  serious  simplicity 
with  which  she  let  her  little  light 
shine,  had  endeared  her  to  her 
teacher’s  heart.

tions.” He  taught  the  woman  of 
Samaria,  that  Ood  was  to  be  wor- 
shipped in  the  heart. 

Yet  we  Baptists  have  borrowed 
such  terms  as  "communion,”

We  borrow  the  word  "sermon” 
from  the  head  of  a chapter  in  the 
New  Testament,  designating  the 
discourse  of  Christ  on  the  Mount. 
Philip  seems  to  have  been  the 
only  evangelist  that  "took  a 
text,"  but  he  preached  to  it,  and
